3 teaspoons baking powder 

% teaspoon salt 

1% cups sugar 

4% cup shortening 

2 large eggs 

% cup thin shredded orange rind 

1% cups orange juice or milk 

Grease well a loaf pan —about 9 
by 5 by 3 inches. 

Sift dry ingredients including su- 
gar, into large mixing bowl. Cut in 
shortening with a pastry blender or 
two knives, until mixture is like 
coarse cornmeal, 

Add rind and beaten eggs to orange 
juice or milk and add to flour-short- 
ening mixture all at once, Stir just 
enough to combine ingredients. Mix- 
ture should have rough appearance. 

Spread batter in prepared pan. Let 
stand % hour before baking. Pre- 
heat oven to 350 deg. F. 

Bake in moderate oven for about 
45 minutes. Cake should be golden 
brown on top and spring back when 
touched lightly with the finger.

JOURNEY TO JAPAN 

(continued from page one) 

Our own folks, Col, Rob’t. Slover, 
Rosemarie and Robbie and Cindy live 
in a high class barracks type build- 
ing and the apartment is large, with 
good bedrooms and all the amenities 
of city living, at Pershing Heights, 
the headquarters of Far East Com- 
mand, U.N. 

In these American quarters you are 
secluded from Japan, except that 
the guards, servants, janitors, car- 
washers, etc., are all Japanese people. 

We had two delightful days at the 
sea last week, at a resort called 
Oiso. Here is located, about 40 miles 
from Tokyo, a religious retreat house 
named Kapaurn, after a chaplain who 
died, a prisoner of war in Korea, 

Army Services have taken over a 
resort hotel (Sorokaku) and differ- 
ent groups of soldiers come for sev- 
eral days of rest recreation and relig- 
ious envionment. 

We had 120 L.D.S. servicemen there 
from 24 different groups, located all 
over Japan and Korea. The confer- 
ence called {tsself a Latter Day Saint 
Advance. It was conducted by Chap- 
lain Spencer Palmer, from Arizona, 
and a relative of those in Alberta. 

It was amazing how many of these 
young men had ties with Southern 
Alberta and wanted their messages 
relayed to relatives and missionary 
companions. There were 35 returned 
missionaries in the group. 

Here is one message: 

“Donald Nelson (Brim) gives his 
love to the Stevensons of Raymond, 
(cousins) say hello from Japan.” 

Another: 

“Max Neiderhauser of Logan, Utah 

Dear Elder Philip Redd: 

I'm here in Japan. I met Bro. 
Wood and thought I'd drop you a 
note, I'd Hke to hear from you, at 
home, I'm leaving for the States in 
May. Love. 

The good spirit and fine behaviour 
of our men brings favorable com- 
ment everyWhere, They never tired 
of the three meetings daily — nor of 
the three meals also served and the 
games between. They fully enjoyed 
the place of rest and lived the 
scripture: 

They that hope in the Lord shall re- 
new their strength, 

They shall take wings as eagles: 
They shall run and not be weary, 
They shall walk and not faint. 

The paved road from Tokyo to the 
sea was full of most interesting 
views of farms, Thatched wooden 
houses, blossoming trees and pines, 
women and men working their tiny 
holding all by hand and hoe, carts 
pulled by single cows, goats, green 
patches of wheat about 100 feet 
square, vegetables we had never seen 
for instance, carrots and radishes at 
least two feet long. These are all 
sights and sounds of rural Japan. 


HIGHWAY 


CONSTRUCTION 


IN ALBERTA 


Alberta’s first four lane 
super highway is now under 
construction. located between 
Crossfield and Bowden, this 
29 mile stretch will consist 
of four 12-foot lanes, two as- 
Phalt bound shoulders and a 
20-foot centre strip dividing 
the two flows of traffic. The 
new highway will rank with 
the finest ever built in Can- 
ada, 


All main highways in Al- 
berta are being built on a 
four year schtdule. The first 
year solves the problems of 
location, purchase of right of 
way, design and the building 
of the sub grade. Drainage 


is of major importance and 
this is given close attention 
when actual construction is 
begun.. 

Highways must be built 
from the bottom up and so 
clays going into the sub- 
grade must be carefully se- 
lected. Continual tests are 
run in the field laboratory 
to check the stability of this 
basic material. 


As it takes shape the sub- 
grade is wetted down and 
and compacted with sheeps 
foot packers and heavy rol- 
lers. Ditches, shoulders and 
grade are fine graded and 
first course surface gravel 
again carefully selected, is 


applied. The new highway 
is then put into use over 
winter. 

The second year of the 


schedule calls for repairing 
any failures that might have 
been caused by frost action 
or traffic. After this, a sta- 
bilized base course of screen 
ed gravel is spread to a 
depth of five or more inches. 
Two more layers of crushed 
gravel come next, each heay 
ily compacted, the latter con- 
sisting of asphalt bound 
crushed rock, bring the total 
thickness of the base course 
to nine inches or more, 

At the beginning of the 
third year, any further weak 
nesses are corrected and a 
coat of asphalt is applied. Af 
ter this comes the hot plant 
mix of asphalt and sand. A 
ribbon of the mix, three to 
four inches in thickness, hot 
to touch and smooth as a ta 
able is rolled 
into place at 
the rate of one 
or two miles 


per day. A 
few hours atf- 
ter the new 


surface has been laid it is 
ready for traffic. 

The fourth year of the sc 
edule followed in Alberta 
brings the application of the 
seal coat. This consists of a 
light layer of asphalt and 
rock chips rolled into the sur 
face to give it greater dura 
bility and traction, When 
lanes are marked and addi- 
tional guide posts and mark 
ers erected, the new highway 
is completed, 

Alberta now has more 
than 1,500 miles of hard sur- 
faced highways, approximat- 
ely 20,000 miles of gravelled 
main and secondary high- 
ways and district roads and 
more than 30,000 miles of 
graded roads which are still 
to be gravelled. Engineering 
skill and knowledge behind 
the construction and mainten 
ance of this vast system are 
the most expert obtainable. 
Safety and endurance are 
built into every mile of road 
and the search for better 


methods never ends.
